LATONIA. Ky.. July 8. — An unusual incident 
mine with the rtiiiniii^r of the fifth race this after- 
noon. which was contested by a mediocre band of 
two-year-olds, and it was furnished by Glendoveer. 
which, under an incompetent ride, bolted soon after 
the start and crashed heavily against the inner rail, 
gaining the infield and while in a dazed condition 
continued into tile lake, where she began swimming 
and finally reached the opimsite bank, where she 
scrambled up and stood placidly until one of the 
track |M)liee in a frenzied effort to capture tier 
frightened her and caused her to again take to 
the water. The bank she elected to swim to this 
time was steep and the approach to it deep with 
mud, causing tiie horse to sink and almost become 
submerged. Stable employes finally managed to 
grasp her bridle and keep her head above water. 
A rowboat, manned by several other stable helpers, 
tried to make her swim to a shallower part of the 
lake, but the filly seemingly was stuck fast in the 
mud. After being in the water for more than 
fifteen minutes Glendoveer made a desperate effort 
to reach the bank and succeeded. She was led to 
her stable seemingly none the worse for her ex- 
perience. Tiie race was won by Judge Hud row in 
hollow fashion from Jetsam, with Eleanor S. follow- 
ing. 

A heavy shower which visited the track before 
the opening race spoiled whatever prospects there 
were for a good track and again turned tiie going 
into mud and gave opportunity for tiie more sturdy 
tnud racers to display their prowess. 

Surprises developed with tiie running of most 

of the dashes, the defeat of Fair Orient in the 
mile and a half being particularly costly. Shille- 
lagh 11. beat him home, but tiie Baker representa- 
tive might have reversed tiie decision had Luns- 
ford used 1 letter judgment and not guided him 
through the deepest going throughout the race. 

Another heavy jolt that the backers sustained 

came with the running of tiie $1,800 mile and a 
sixteenth purse, in which Simpleton was backed 
with rare confidence, but he landed third and 

tiring badly. Tiie winner was Matinee Idol, run- 
ning for the first time in the colors of F. J. Kelly, 
who claimed him in retaliation for Mose Goldblatt’s 
claiming Frank W. 

Tin- ojiener went to Lady Luxury, which, favored 
by the going, showed the most speed from the 
start and won from Sweeping Glance and Con- 

verse. 

W. G. McClintock showed himself to lie quite a 
mud runner when he accounted for the second race 
in runaway style from Tawasentha and Billy Bar- 
ton. All Right Sir in this nearly came to grief 
on the first turn when lie stumbled. 

Mile. Dazie had little difficulty taking down 
the purse in the fourth race, which she won easily 
from Lady Fair l'lay and Taeola. The latter was 
held responsible for Green Grass coming hack limp-* 
lug and bleeding profusely from a cut on his hind 
leg. sustained while he was leading just before 
reaching the stretch. 

Trainer John F. Schorr, in charge of Tiie I'orter 
and Siren Maid, owned by Edward B. McLean, de- 
parted tonight for Windsor, where it is intended 
The Porter should start in the Frontier Handicap. 
Both horses will, after the Windsor meeting, be 
shipped to Saratoga, where the rest of tiie McLean 
stable will be transferred from here at tiie close 
of local racing. Jockey O’Brien will go to Wind- 
sor to ride the horses.

PAUL WEIDEL WINS CANADIAN DERBY 

Carries Off Principal Race of Fort Erie Meeting 
Without a Challenge, 



FORT ERIE. Ontario, July 8. — Paul Weidel. the 
Lowenstein crack colt, by Golden Maxim — Lady 
Lexington, added tiie twenty-first running of the 
Canadian Derby to his long string of victories this 
afternoon. Leading from start to finish under re- 
straint, the Lowenstein colorbearer won drawing 
away from exhausted opponents which were tired 
out behind hint just as they were in the Hamilton 
Derby. Paul Weidel won without a challenge. 
Jockey J. McTaggart got him away from the out- 
side position of a field of four and as soon as he 
had raced into the lead for the first journey down 
the front stretch took a strong hold on him and 
never had occasion to call on him. Paul Weidel 
was an overwhelming favorite and his victory was 
popular not only with those who had hacked him, 
but also with that contingent which appreciates a 
splendid performance. Restboff finished second and 
Royal Jester third. Besthoff raced into second 
position by passing Royal Jester after running a 
half mile and never relinquished tiie place, but 
tired at the end. Royal Jester easily held tiie 
third portion of the purse safe from Master Bill, 
which was allowed to drop far back in the early 
running and could not make up the ground lost. 

The Derby was contested over a lumpy, drying 
out track, so the time of 2:07 in which Paul Weidel 
ran the distance did not approach the best time for 
the race, hut his performance was impressive in 
view of tiie ease with which it was accomplished. 

Two changes in the jockeys in tiie day’s feature 
were necessitated by accidents to jockeys J. Wil- 
liams and W. Obert in previous races today. Obert 
was thrown when Betsy stumbled in the first event. 
His jawbone was fractured and he also received a 
flesh wound. Williams sustained a broken hone in 
his left foot when he scraped tiie fence while 
astride Waac in the third race. Both were taken 
to a Buffalo hospital. 

J. Butwell filled Williams’ engagement on Master 
Bill and R. Simpson rode Besthoff in place of 
Obert.

July 8.—' The Myrtlp Selling 
Stakes for three-year-olds and over was the <take 
feature at Aqueduct today, but scratches reduced 
the field to three, with Elmendorf finding the 
most favor. The Quincy Stable’s representative 
fully justified the opinion held of his chances In- 
going to the front when called on and winning in 
hollow fashion. Salvestra made a futile effort to 
overhaul the leader, but easily held second money 
safe from Sundial II. 

A handicap at oue mile for mares three-year- 
olds and over excited more interest than the stake 
race, as its field embraced among the starters 
Commander J. K. L. Ross’ sterling mare Milkmaid 
and the diminutive Pen Rose, the recent races of 
which stamped her as returning to lier two-year- 
old form and which in a recent race defeated the 
Ross filly. Milkmaid was accorded favoritism, 
but caused groans of dismay to emanate from her 
backers when just as she was making her chal- 
lenge and within a half length of Pen Rose she 
was seen to fall hack abruptly. Pen Rose, which 
had set a fast pace, won easily from Lady Ger- 
trude. which as easily took second place from 
Toujours. the well-backed second choice. Milkmaid, 
when brought to the stand, was found to be bleed- 
ing copiously. 

J. E. Widener’s Joyful had an easy time in tiie 
race through the field, defeating the others most 
decisively. Candidate II. easily outstayed Ticket, 
which was a distant follower in the early running 
and finished- witli a belated rush.

BATON ROUGE. La., July 8. — The Johnson bill, 
intended to make it unlawful in Louisiana to pub- 
lish or circulate in any way racing charts, en- 
tries or other racing information, met its death 
here yesterday when the senate committee indef- 
initely postponed it. 

The general assembly convenes here today, and 
with hundreds of other bills, nil waiting to come 
up. the chances are against the Johnson bill get- 
ting a rehearing and unlikely to pass if it did. 

With the death of tin 1 Johnson bill tiie present 
session of the legislature, which marked the in- 
auguration of Governor John >1. Parker, lias come 
to a close without one bit of legislation aimed at 
racing. 

A bill was passed prohibiting the operation of 
a gambling room, house nr place, nnd containing 
clauses which s|m*I! tin* deathkncll of haudlionks, 
but it is the general belief here that this measure 
was a common sense one.
